Drag Rope Has the 
Strength of Heavy Crane 


The drag rope and anchor do strange things 
sometimes. The drag rope weighs 150 pounds and 
when 100 feet of it is trailing it has the strength 
of a crane if it catches in anything. Generally it 
doesn’t catch—and you always hope it won't. 

One afternoon when I was flying over a farm 
in Illinois the drag rope caught in a part of a 
frame house. It was a bathroom and a man in- 
side had not yet reconstructed. his wearing ap- 
parel. 

I will never forget the puzzled look on his face 
that followed his first expression of embarrass- 
ment and annoyance. He must have thought he 
was dreaming when the roof Suddenly rose up 
and he saw it sailing away on the end of the 
balloon anchor. 

I didn’t throw out my card to him and never 
inquired about him afterward.

I had pulled the rip cord and as the basket 
had been overturned it apparently looked as 
though the balloon was a wreck sure. 

A boy was the first to appear on the edge of 
the gully. He looked down and when he saw 
the tangled mass of silk and cords and basket 
instead of the great balloon he had seen a min- 
ute before. He looked disgusted. 

“Darn it all,” he said, “why didn’t you let out 
the parachute?” 


If 
a farmer is very proud of his wheat or corn or 
if some other balloonist’s anchor has carried 
away something, he is not very cordial.

Had a Narrow Escape From 
Being Shot While Sailing 


I have heard about balloons being fired at. I 
never had an experience of that kind, but came 
very near it the night I landed after my balloon 
had shot away from the farmer and his invita- 
tion to dinner. 

I landed that night in a wheat field and the 
farmer who had shouted to me directions came 
over the field swinging his lantern from side to 
side. After we had greeted each other and I had 
made arrangements to take supper and stop with 
him that night he seemed embarrassed and finally 
said in a sheepish way: 

“Say, do you know you had a narrow escape?” 

“No,” I said, “how?” 

“Just before you called my son and I saw your 
balloon and didn’t see you, We thought it was 
a circus balloon that had got away. He bet me 
he could hit it fifst. We had our guns on our 
shoulders when you yelled.” 


NE trip that might have ended very. badly 
amused me because the balloon was 
cranky. It was my first ascension in St. 

Louis. And it wcs in the smallest balloon I ever

plant on Vandeventer and Cook avenues. I had 
to manufacture some hydrogen gas to mix with 
the city gas before the balloon had enough lift- 
ing power to carry me and one bag of ballast. 

There’ was a 50-mile gale blowing. It was un- 
wise for me co even think of an ascension, but 
as all my friends were there I had to start. 


When I cast off the balloon it rose up straight 
for about 50 feet and then the wind struck it. It 
lurched and started north like a frightened rab- 
bit right over the roof tops. I didn’t want to 
throw out any ballast, but every now and then 
the wind would make me dip too, near the roofs 
for comfort and so I kept on throwing out the 
ballast little by little. 

Before I had traveled a half mile all my bal- 
last was gone and I feared that I would come 
down on the roofs. What I hoped for was that 
the balloon might possibly take me to the north 
side, where the houses weren’t so closely packed. 

To my surprise the balloon suddenly began 
rising fast. At first I was delighted in escaping 
the roofs, and then I realized that I had no bal- 


last. and that when I came down it might be like 


a bullet. 

The balloon kept on rising and traveling ahead. 
It didn’t start downward until it had reached a 
10,000 foot altitude. Then the gas cooled and we 
started downward. 


T was the velocity of ‘the wind that saved 

| me: It drove the bag forward and didn’t let 

it come down straight. About ten miles 

over in Illinois it came down with a rush. If I 

had landed on ground I suppose I would have 

broken my legs, but fortunately I hit in a little 

lake. I held onto the bag—the basket was under 

water and the wind pulled the balloon to the 
shore.

On the morning following we learned that the 
whole countryside had heard of our arrival. Fully 
a hundred farmers and their wives had made an 
early morning journey in wagons and carriages 
of all kinds to see u8 and the balloon.

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Prop HEWETT SAVS MODEPN SKYSCRAPERS WOULD BE LOST” 
IN SOME OF THE VAULTED CHAMBERS HE HAS DISCOVERED, 
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Prof. Hewett Also Teils of Wonderful Canyons, 
Cliff Dwellings Hollowed Out of Rock 
and Writings of Unknown Race. ~

DENVER, Colo., July 24.—Prof. Edgar 

L. Hewett, director of the American 
School of Archeology at Santa Fe, N. 
-M., today announced that preparations 
for an extended trip of exploration of 
the ancient ruins and marvelous caves 
in the heart of the Navajo Indian Res- 
ervation in Arizona, recently discovered 
by him, are now well under way. A 
number of prominent archaeologists 
have asked to be allowed to accompany 
the expedition, which will start prob- 
ably early in the fall, from Santa Fe, 
headed by Prof. Hewett. 
A thorough examination of the ruins 
will be made, the party guided by an- 
¢ ent Spanish manuscripts now in posses- 
sion of Prof. Hewett, and it is consid- 
ered certain that the result will be a 
written record of a race of which his- 
torians now are ignorant. 

The incidents which had a direct bear- 
ing upon the discovery of Prof. Hewett— 
a discovery which promises to add a 
number of remarkable chapters to the 
history of North America—read like a 
romance. 

The éxistence of a mysterious, desert- 
ed yillage, of. weird architecture, in the 
recesses of a great canyon “far to the 
North,”” long has been the subject of 
the legends of the Navajo and Mogqui 
Indians of Arizona. Among the Pueblos 
of New Mexico tales, handed down 
from forgotten generations, are told of 
a strange race of “big men” who. long 
ego, inhabited a land ‘far to the North- 
west,”’ 

A number of years ago Prof. Hewett 
began his investigations of these le- 
gends. He headed a number of explor- 
ation parties into unknown Arizona ter. 
ritory. 

fn the Canyon d’Chelle and in the Pot. 
tery Mountains, a hundred miles into 
the desert, signs of the Cliff dwellers 
Were found on every hand, but the In- 
dians and Pueblans who were taken 
along shook their heads. “Farther 

away,” they said, “bigger and grander 
than this—beyond conception.” 

In the historical National Museum at 
Santa Fe, where relics of even the ex- 
tinct Aztecs abound, Prof. Hewett was 
interested by a huge bow! of hardened 
Clay, with a square bottom in Strange 
contrast with the usual crude curves of 
ancient pottery. On the outside of the 
bowl were hieroglyphics which had de 
fied translation. 


In a long-forgotten Spanish manu 
script, which he found among the hun 
dreds on the museum shelves, Prof. 
Hewett discovered a reference to ‘‘mak- 
ers of square bowls.”’ Most of the 
manuscript was undecipherable, but 
here and there could be translated pas- 
sages which suggested the legends of 
the Indians about the strange people 
to the North. A tracing of hieroglyph- 
ics on a frayed and worn page was 
similar to the formation of those on the 
square-bottomed bowl in the museum 
collection. 

Prof. Hewett was impressed with the 
stories of the Indians after these discov- 
erles. He went to Spain and there found 
more than a thousand manuscripts bear- 
ing upon the Spanish occupation an: 
rule of the southwestern section of the 
United States centuries ago. 

Some of these were translated. In 
some were related the steries of the 
unknown people in the depths of a great 
canyon in the “middle of a great des- 
ert.” They gave cirections which had 


j become vague with the Indians and 











sured him he could recognize the mys- 
terfous city if he should see it, left 
Gallup, N. M., with a small pack train 
for a trip across the desert to the point 
indicated in the Spanish manuscripts 
After traveling seven days, the party 
came to the ®quash Mountains, an iso- 
lated range in the very heart of the 
desert. Here, hidden in a canyon which 
is said to rival even the great Grand 
Canyon for eerie scenic splendor, the 
fabled city was found. 

Ir describing his discovery Dr. Hewett 
says: 

“It semed like suddenly confronting a 
glimpse into the land of dreams from 
which came the legends of the red 
folks. The rocks which were disturbed 
as I peeked my way along the canyon 
were never before, I am sure, trod upon 
by a white man’s foot. 


“A vision of mammoth caves, magni- 
liiuous chasms and vaulted chambers 
in which the modern sky-scraper would 
be lost, spread before me. Cliffs were 
spanned by seemingly natural bridges, 
to errect which would try the skill of 
the most learned of modern engineers. 

‘Along the almost perpendicular walls 
of the great chasms immense caves were 
hewn, tier on tier, into the almost solid 
rock, extending in for hundreds of feet. 
Down the side of the abyss, to a depth 
of 300 feet steps of mathematical regu- 
larity were carved. Hollows made by 
millions of footsteps were worn in the 
middle of each step. 

“Along the bottom of the conon and 
on the floors of the caves were inumer- 
able ruins of stone huts of an architec- 
ture unmet with among all the rest of 
the ancient ruins of the world. The 
huts, or houses, all had tumbled to 
pieces, yet the ruins had been undisturb- 
ed. Evidence was plain that the dwell- 
ings had been erected in groups as 
though the people had been divided into 
countless small groups of some inner 
tribal tle or relationship, 

“Everywhere were pieces of pottery. 
Bowls, large and small, huge jars and 
other household articles were found, and 
all were made in square lines. The 
ground was almost covered with rem- 
nants of this earthenware. 

“No where could I find a human bone, 
not a sign of a burying ground, But 
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long been dry, which explained the 
source of water. 

“One one side of a huge natural stone 
bridge, spanning a chasm at the mouth 
of a cave in which a small city could 
be built, I found a veritable mage of 
hyroglyphics which, could they but be 
unrevelled, will no doubt spell the his- 
tory of a people who were like and 
yet unlike the cliff dwellers—a people 
who may have lived before the Indians 
or who may have dwelt in that iso- 
lated spot while the Axtecs were being 
vanquished by the Spaniards, uncon- 
scious of the very existence of the 
world beyond the skyline of the great 
canyon which contained their caves and 
cliffs. 

“To these hyroglyphics, yards of 
which I photographed,’ concluded Dr. 
Hewett, “I am trying to find the key. 
If I succeed I am confident one of the 
strangest tales of history will be un- 
folded. 

“I was astonished to ‘figa that the 
legends of the Indians were not exag- 
gerated. The ruins and the caves. were 
just as they described them. 

“My Navajo guide recognized some of 
the caverns which the stories of his 
tribe described minutely, and he mar- 
veled greatly, as I shall until I may 
excavate and explore farther and by 
the aid of the Spanish manuscripts, the 
legends and the hyroglyphics, learn the 
history of the unknown people of cen- 
turles ago, the existence of whom has 
just been discovered.’’ 

The find of Prof, Hewett has created 
excitement among $ archaeologists and 
ethnologists. His appreciation of the im- 
portance of his discovery is given weight 
by the fact that he makes a specialty 
of explorations and the history of the 
Southwest. 


ST, LOUIS BASEBALL PLAYER

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title of a lecture that James C. Can- 
Ee vice-president of the Fourth Na- 
tional Bank, gives occasionally at in- 
stitutes for young men. Mr. Cannon 
usually treats only of the -routine 
of a bank, showing how money is re- 
ceived and checked and recorded by 
many pairs of hands, but once in a 
while he touches on the existence of the 
sleepless eye that watches banks em- 
ployes. Mr. Cannon said the other 
night at a Y. M. C. A. lecture: 

“Any man who thinks himself lost in 
the crowd in New York, that he may 
do as he pleases,’ and that noone 
knows or cares, has something yet to 
learn about this town. The agencies 
of which every one hears still keep 
track of business credits, as they have 
always done, but there are other agen- 
cles that shun rather than seek public- 
ity, and they know if a man pays his 
rent, if he lives within his means, how 
he passes his leisure, if he beats his 
wife or neglects his children. They 
keep track of his small vices. Such 
arencies thrive, showing that there is 
practical use for them.” 

By “those agencies that shun rather 
than seek publicity,’’ Mr. Cannon meant 
primarily the secret service of the bir 
guaranty companies that have all bank 
employes under bond and all men who 
occupy positions of trust in other busi. 
nesses under bond also. The trailers 
of these guaranty companies are ver- 
itable wraiths, unknown to any one 
save their chief, who seldom sees them. 
Their instructions are sent to themapri- 
vately in writing. About all they are 
ever told is whom to follow, and they 
know the rest that is expected of them. 
Their efficiency depends upon. their 
absence of identity. Somewhere, some- 
time, each bonded employe is followed 
day and night until every detail of his 
usual life is known, written, card in- 
dexed, and laid away. 


Right of Promotion. 


It is not a question of suspicion, but 
rather of business precaution, which 
hard-headed business men consider 
worth the cost. The wholesaler wants 
to know about the retailer to whom he 
is giving credit or from whom he has 
an application for credit, and the re- 
tailer wants to know about a customer 
or an employe. The wholesaler wants to 
know if the retailer is living in such a 
way that he is likely to go wrong and 
neglect his obligations. 

A trust wants to know what its inde- 
pendent rivals are doing, what busi- 
ness they are developing, what big or- 
ders they are seeking. The enterprising

}Jindependent wants to know what the 


trust is doing and what orders it is try- 
ing to land. Thereupon one industry 
sets a watch on the men of the other, 
ard learns, if it can, with whom they 
confer, what are their social doings, 
and how they are living. 

When men and women get to buying 
large bills of goods in big stores, even 
though they pay cash, the credit man of 
the store is asked for the rating of 
these good customers, for the merchant 
figures that these may want credit some 
time. Then the omnipresent eye opens 
upon the customer and watches him 
through the highways and byways of 
life. 

The head of one of the agencies that 
“does not seek publicity’’ gave the fol- 
lowing example of the uses of the 
shadow system by business houses: 

“We were employed to shadow the 
financial man of a corporation. No sus- 
Picion had ever been directed to him, 
but in three days we discovered -that 
he was supporting two establishments 
besides the one he kept for his family, 
and that in these two he made presents 
of fine jewels. The rest of the story 
tells itself. That corporation employed 
us to report on every employe it had 
in a permanent position. The position 
might have been unimportant, but they 
wanted to know the man in it, because 
his right of promotion would be up for 
consideration some time.”

Brought Back Doubloons, 

“T took a few into my confidence. My 
statements were received with ineredul- 
ity by most of those whom I ap- 
proached. I then resolved to go into 
the marshes again and obtain some of 
the treasure. I brought back @as many 
Spanish gold doubloons as I could car- 
ry. After that I had no trouble in 
securing co-operation. 

“T raised about $12,000 which was 
devoted to building roads and canals 
through the dense swamps. It was my 
plan to bring the treasure by means of 
boats and barges.”’ 

‘How do you know the treasure was 
valued at $90,000,000?” he was asked. 

“Why, the treasure was contained in 
180 chests in a tomb-like apartment 
within the cave,” replied Choate, “I ex- 
amined the contents of every chest, and 
I’m sure there. was not less than $600,- 
000 in each. However, the treasure may 
be worth more than one hundred mil- 
lions.’’ 

There are many who believe that 
Choate is absolutely sincere. Previous 
to the time he obtained the $12,000 his 
life had been above reproach, He had 
been a hard-working man, a good citi- 
zen and was held in high esteem in 
this community, Even now he has hun- 
dreds of friends here. Comparatively 
few of the residents of Abbeville be- 
lieve he should have been punished. 

Waterway Was Built. 

Many hundred feet of roads and a 
long stretch of waterway had been 
built at the time Choate was arrest- 
ed. Those who were backing the pro- 
ject believed it was time the treasure 
was materializing and accused Choate 
of leading them a wild goose chase. He 
insisted that he would soon find the 
trail and declared that his confusion 
as to the exact lecation of the millions 
was natural, as no man could be ex- 
pected to know the swamps even though 
he lived in them. Finally the backers 
grew impatient and had Choate ar- 
rested. 

One of those connected with Choate 
was Charles Broussard, brother of Rob- 
ert Broussard, a Louisiana Congress- 
man, who occupies a conspicuous place 
in his party’s ranks at Washington. 
During the trial of Choate it developed 
that he was much aggrieved at Charles 
Broussard because he had bought in his 
own name the land supposed to contain 
the treasure instead ef jointly in the 
names of Broussard and Choate. 

Lost His Bearings. 

Whether it was a coincidence or not 
is not known, but it was at this time 
that Choate began to lese hig bearings 
and led the explorers almost in a circle. 

“Were you under the impression that 
Broussard had mistreated you?” Choate 
Was asked.

In 
both aims Amundsen was successful. 


How the Gift Came About. 

The Gjou, ne said, was built in Har- 
danger, Norway, in 1872. At the la inch- 
ing she was named Gjoa after the wife 
of the owner. The vessel is 70 feet long, 
20 feet in beam and of 47 tons register. 
It was this vessel that Capt. Amund- 
sen selected, and June 16, 1903, the Gjoa 
left Christiana with Capt. Amundsen in 
command and six companions. He told 
of the Gjoa’s arrivel here Oct. 19, 1906, 
and of how the vessel was taken to the 
Mare Island navy yard and left in care 
of the commandant. 
“Wihen some months ago,”’ he contin- 
ued, “the Norwegian Government ten- 
dered the steamer Fram (Nansen’s for- 
mer vessel) to Capt. Amundsen for his 
next scientific expedition, to the north 
polar regions, he requested me to try 
tu sell the Gjoa for $10,000, and he re- 
quired about $70,000 for his new expe- 
dition, which is to sail from San Fran- 
cisco in June next year, fitted out for 
seven years.

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RAIL AND RIVER INTERESTS 

In his second report on transportation by water; 
Commissioner of Corporations Smith declares that 
co-operation between rail and river interests is 
necessary to the development of the internal wa- 
terway traffic. Instead of co-operating, the rail- 
roads have endeavored to kill river transporta- 
tion by competition. There is no interchange of 
freight, and with great natural obstacles to over- 
come, river transportation interes:s are helpless 
to provide proper vessels and the harbor and ter- 
mina] facilities necessary to the development of 
traffic. He says that traffic is necessary to river 
improvement. 

Mr. Smith puts the cart before the horse. Im- 
provement is necessary to the development 2f 
traffic. Until the rivers, through the deepening 
of channels and the improvement of harbors, can 
be used profitably, it is impossible to develop 
traffic. The first step is to make the rivers 
navigable for the kind of craft with which freight 
may be transported profitably and the use of the 
rivers will follow. It is vain to expect river 
transportation to grow against railroad competi- 
tion when it is beset by difficulties: which make 
it uncertain and unprofitable. When river trans- 
portation is enabled to meet railroad competi- 
tion and to offer profitable co-operation to the 
railroads through the improvement of river chan- 
nels and harbors, then the problem will be solved. 
The railroads will be compelled to work with the 
rivers. As a matter of fact, the principal work 
of the railroads in killing river transportation 
has been the preventing of river improvements. 
The deadliest enemy of the waterways is the 
railroad lobby in Washington.

A GUILD OF PLAY. 

A Guild of Play has been organized in Chicago 
to promote efficient leadership in the playground 
movement. 

The plan is to have periodical meetings, when 
the players, that is the workers, play games, 
learn folk dances and discuss the psychology of 
play and other playground interests. The purpose 
is to revive the play spirit and furnish the Guild 
members with “a definite and varied repertoire 
of games and plays for all ages and occasions.” 
The leaders of the movement are resurrecting 
amusements and inventing new ones. The mem- 
bership includes settlement workers, kindergar- 
tners and others engaged in what is called social 
service, It is noteworthy that most of the mem- 
bers up to date are college graduates. 

Begun as an experiment, the movement has 
already taken hold of the public fancy. Mothers 
send to the guild for instructions to teach them 
how to play with their children, and, of course, 
the effects are visible in the many playgrounds 
in Chicago. 

The movement is national in extent. We should 
expect St. Loufs, where the interest in play- 
ground work is active, to adopt the idea and work 
it out. Certainly there is no more important work 
to be done than to brirfg the old habit of play 
which is natural to all children to the little ones 
of the lower quarters of the city, where condl- 
tions discourage the spirit and activity of child- 
hood. It might be extended profitably to older 
children: who have forgotten how to play—chil- 
dren from 40 to 70 years of age.

As a border State, Mis- 
sourl gave 109,111. The volunteers from Mary- 
land and West Virginia made an army of nearly 
80,000 men. 

It has been supposed that in qualities which 
belong characteristically to “Southern birth” 
these were not badly represented by Thomas, the 
Virginian, at Chickamauga, or by the native of 
Kentucky, with a Southern Indiana and South- 
ern Illinois finish, who then occupied the White 
House. The more modern and now official view, 
as telegraphed from Washington, is that the Sur- 
geon General of the Army, who has just com- 
pleted an official investigation of the fitness of 
Southern recruits for the military service of the 
United States, has found them inferior, because 
of hookworms. 

“It was found,” the report says, “that 80 per 
cent of the men enlisting from the Southern 
states, who were placed under observation at 
Fort Slocum, N. Y., were suffering from hook- 
worm, and other investigations show that it is 
widely prevalent in the Southern states.” 

The “hookworm,” it will be remembered, is 
the so-called microbe of laziness, discovered while 
investigating the fitness of Porto Ricans for self- 
government. Of the quarter of a million Southern 
volunteers of the Civil War, some still survive, in 
spite of microbes. They will remember how tardy 
Thomas was in retreat. They msy or may not 
use the official hookworm theory to account for 
such slowness.

If medical men would ensure comparative, or, 
if such a thing is possible, complete immunity 
from pain so that the man could employ his 
whole power free from the distractions of bodily 
suffering even though at the cost of ten or twenty 
or thirty years of life, would not the person him- 
self and society be the richer for it? 
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~]. Buppose a man at 30 discovers that he has con- 
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that if he will follow their instructions they can 
pull him. through and assure him 30 years’ 
more. But he will be disabled by pain and 
fatigue and be unable to do much but lounge 
about. On the other hand, they will assure him 
10 years of comfort, so that he can do his best 
work without paying a tribute from the store of 
his efficiency to pain and physical suffering of all 
other sorts. It is certain that strong men who 
want to count one at least in the sum of useful- 
hess would accept the second alternative. 

It is intensive, not extensive quantity of life 
that men really want, life, not mere existence. 

The man who winks out at fifty—after a life 
of intense and useful activity—is he not a better 
man than the old lounger of eighty or ninety 
who has never done ything because the bur- 
den of the infirmities of the flesh was all he 
could bear?

PUBLICITY AND ORGIE. 

The testimony given before the Annapolis court 
of inquiry in the Sutton case is explainable only 
in one way. It seems so full of irresponsible and 
contradictory mendacity that it can be under- 
stood only from the standpoint of the expert, ac- 
customed to pass on the stories of those who have 
been accomplices in brutal orgies, ending in 
crime. 

A police magistrate, with long experience in 
passing on the evidence of the lowest and worst 
life in the slums of the great cities, might soon 
reach a conclusion by sending all concerned in 
the orgie to the workhouse on their own testi- 
mony. After this, it would remain for the courts 
dealing with the worst crime to decide whether 
one of their number engaged with the rest in a 
brutal and homicidal struggle, in which he lost 
his life, had killed himself, because of sudden 
shame, or had been killed by some one of those 
who were struggling with him. 

The defense that Sutton killed himself because 
of sudden and almost miraculous shame is con- 
fession without avoidance. It admits the worst 
that can be imagined of the nature of the so- 
called “larks” in which he and his fellow officers 
were engaged, until they now claim that some 
sudden consciousness in him of the meaning of 
what is most shameful in life made him ashamed 
to survive to face such self-revelations as they 
are now making in what they mistake for self- 
defense. 

All concerned may be shielded from punish- 
ment by the powerful influences which attempted 
to suppress the whole story of the death of Sut- 
ton. The worst punishment in life they cannot 
escape. They stand, self-revealed in the full light 
of publicity, warning humanity of what it means 
to revert from civilization to the habits of the 
lowest barbarism, in which alone such orgies as 
theirs are resorted to for amusement. 
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A writer m a current magaziné complains that 
there are only twice as many schoolteachers as 
bartenders in the country. When one considers 
that the school age is from 5 to 15, while the 
drinking age extends to the centenarian mark, 
the fact, though regrettable, does not seem re- 
markable. 
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KICKING SUFFRAGETTES. 

It was impossible not to sympathize with the 
British suffragettes in their hunger strike. A 
hungry woman is an object of pity, and all the 
world hoped that the strike might succeed, as it 
appears to have done. 

But we are shocked almost beyond utterance by 
the news that the suffragettes have taken to 
kicking and pummelling the female prison war- 
dens. It bodes ill for the success of the cause of 
female suffrage. The women wardens may have 
been brutal—who looks for ladylikeness in prison 
wardens? But suffragettes of all people are sup- 
posed to be in the extreme van of the march of 
civilization. In their dealings with enemies of 
the male sex they may, perhaps, forget this. But 
in regard to members of their own sex, should 
they not be models of forbearance? 

A kicking suffragette, especially one engaged 
in kicking another woman, is a thing of horror. 
The movement ought to cast her out as unworthy. 
She is injuring the cause. What will male anti- 
suffragists have to say of her actions? Will they 
not rejoice exceedingly that she has so far for- 
gotten her high mission?

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HOW WE WASTE OUR FORESTS. 
From the New York World. 

In pursuit of the crusade for the forests the De- 
partment of Agriculture has just issued a pamphiet 
showing the present state of the trees. That 4n’ 
original forest acreage of 850,000,000 has been reduced 
to not more than 550,0000,000 by cutting, clearing and 
fire is the first impressive statement. These figures 
show less strikingly what destruction has been 
wrought, however, than does the declaration that 
where was once a total stand of 6200 billion feet of 
saw timber there remaing a stand of only about 
2500 billion feet. The forests have been reduced by 
3 per cent, the stand by 52 per cent. 

We are cutting our forests three times as fast as 
they grow. We take 250 cubic feet of wood per 
capita annually from our forests, where Germany 
takes but 87 cubic feet and France but 2%. Ger- 
many has learned the lesson of forest renewal, with 
no better soil or stock than ours, 

Even on an acreage reduced another 100,000,000 by 
the opening of new farms, as much wood as a popu- 
lation much greater than our present one will really 
need can be maintained by proper forestation.

The great sightless of the world prove that blind- 
ness is no insurmountable handicap to success in 
life. Blind Homer, weaving legends of heroes and 
gods; Milton, creating epics of heaven and hell, have 
been followed in this more practical age by that 
unique woman-figure, Helen Keller; that great ship 
designer, John MHerreshoff; the great economist, 
Henry Fawcett of England; the orator Senator 
Gore of Oklahoma; Louis Braille, who gave the 
sightless the inestimable blessing of reading, and 
Joseph Pulitizer, the great blind journalist. Others 
there be, hardly less notable than these, who by 
courage and patience have made themselves useful 
citizens, adding te the world’s happiness and 
triumphing over thelr blindness, which, of all af- 
flictions, seems most stultifying. 

It is a curious fact that the ratio of really gifted 
blind people is out of all proportion to their total 
number when one compares them with those who 
have full power to see. Nature, as if repentant at 
the affliction it has imposed upon these people, 
seems to endeavor to make partial amends by 
sharpening the other faculties to an almost un- 
canny degree in some instances. We need only to 
study briefly the lives of the great quartet to per- 
ceive this.

T0 PETER PAN 


Posters Torn Down by Police 
After Conflicting Legal 
Opinions. 


No posters, not even “Peter Pan’”’ 
posters, may be posted on the fence 
at Seventh and Olive street. The fence 
is only temporary, but two policemen 
have permanently enjoined the Suburban 
Garden publicity agent, H. Spearman 
Lewis, from decorating the new fence 
with show bills. 

Mr. Lewis appeared with bill posters 
Saturday noon and began advertising 
Marguerite Clark as Peter Pan on the 
wooden fence temporarily protecting the 
Seventh street side of the Missouri 
Trust building, which is undergoing 
alterations. 

Policemen Holden and Wellmer asked 
to see the permit for posting bills. Lew- 
is replied that he had the permission 
of Superintendent Maginn of the Mis- 
sour} Trust building. The policemen said 
that would not suffice. 

“Then,” said Lewis, ‘‘I have permis- 
sion from I@uis Cella, -head of the 
Southern Investment Co., which owns 
the building.”’ 

‘‘We don’t see it,’’ said the policeman. 

Just then Thomas lL. Anderson, city 
attorney, happened along. Lewis ap- 
pealed to him. Mr. Anderson said it 
was not in violation of the city ordi- 
nances to post bills on a fence, even 
though the fence be at Seventh and 
Olive streets. 

Mr. Lewis ordered his posters to pro- 
ceed with their work. Just then R. 
D. Bierman, counsel for the city street 
department hove in sight and pushed his 
way through the crowd that had gather- 
ed. 

Mr. Bierman reversed City Attorney 
Anderson's opinion. He said it was a 
violation of law to put up the posters. 
Lewis, being’ between two legal fires, 
fanned himself out and appealed-to I. 
Seigel, contractor for the alteration 
work. Mr. Seigel said it was his fence, 
and he declined to permit its use. for 
“Peter Pan” posters, or any other kind. 

“We win,” said the police, and tore 
the posters down.

*‘Mrs. Doherty is more mine than my 
husband’s friend, said Mrs. Fuller, ‘al. 
though we both like her.”’ 
Charles Doherty, Mrs. Doherty’s hus- 
band and plaintiff in the suit against 
Fuller, is a plumber at 4218 Olive street. 
Fuller is manager of the Majestic Range 
Co. Doherty charges that he enticed 
Mrs. Doherty away from him in Janu- 
ary, 1908. Mrs. woherty recently ob- 
tained a divorce. 

Are Just Good Friends. 
“The accusation against Mr. Fuller is 
ridiculous, and Mr. Doherty knows it,’’ 
said Mrs. Doherty to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. “Mr. and Mrs. Fuller are 
among my best friends. I have, visited 
them in their home andjiieuaiiegl 
ited mein mine, It is absurd to say 
that there has ever been anything else 
between Mr. Fuller and myself.’’ 
Mrs. Fuller, who, with her mother- 
in-law, was a guest at Mrs. Doherty’s 
apartments at the West End. Hotel, 
nodded her head in approval. 
“Why, I consider Mrs. Doherty ons 
eof my best friends, and I have every 
confidence in “her,’’ she said. ‘It is 
laughable to accuse Mr. Fuller or Mrs.

Honeywell said that it was lack of 
air currents that made the voyage so 
tame. 

“We tried all sorts of heights,’’ he 
said, “but at none could we find a 
current that seemed to have any 
force. We were at a height of only 
400 or 500 feet part of the time and 
at a height of 6200 feet once. It was 
cold at that height and we had to 
put on our coats. 

“I never saw, however, a party of 
men making their first balloon trip 
as cool] as those were today. Von Phul 
led the singing and the rest joined in 
as carelessly as though they were 
on earth. They didn’t seem to be a 
bit nervous and one of the songs they 
sang was ‘Home Ain't Nothin’ Like 
This.’ 

The river was } crossed about 1 p. m. 
at Carondelet Park. The first land- 
ing was in a field 2% miles south of Co- 
lumbia. Farmers seized the drag rope 
and the air voyagers alighted for a 
few minutes. Another descent was made 
about a mile away the third and last on 
the outskirts of Columbia. 

‘We were met there by a crowd,” said 
Pilot Honeywell, “among them a re- 
porter for the Columbia Star, who was 
very much interested in ballooning and 
eager for all the details of our trip. We 
congratulated him on being in at the 
landing and ‘scooping’ the world on 
the story.’

He was growing desperate from suf- 
fering and lack of sleep when an old 
malady, an acute form of gastritis, 
seized him off Hatteras. 

John Thompson, the steward, his voice 
breaking. with sobs, as he told the 
story to a Post-Dispatch reporter told of 
the hours he had sat up outside the 
door of the skipper’s cabin, ready to 
answer a ‘call om the instant and lis- 
tening to the Captain's wearied talk 
with his parrot. 

“I've got to wait, Peter; I promised 
to bring her home safe,’ the steward 
heard him say again and again to his 
big green parrot. 

“I couldn't rest.if I broke my promise 
to the boss. We'l stick it out, Peter, 
but it won't be for long—not for long.” 

Was An Able Skipper. 

The skipper’s fathful steward took a 
cup of tea to him while the vessel was 
working’ her way up the East River 
about 7 o'clock, and did not notice that 
he was feeling worse than. usual, though 
his bunk showed that it had been occu- 
Pied the night before. '- 

He left the captain with the cup ina 


a minute. later he thought he heard a 
door slam sharply, but until the first 
officer told him half an hour Jater that 
he’d- better call the skipper, as the ‘ves- 
sel would soon be at her berth, he did 
not discover that what he supposed was 
the banging of a door was a pistol shot 
that had ended Capt. Crichton’s agony. 

Capt. Crichton was only 38 years old, 
but he was recognized as one of the 
ablest sailormen in the service.

PRICE OF SHOES WILL GO UP 


If hides are put on the free list, and 
duties on leather goods reduced, the ef- 
fect will be that St. Leuls shee houses 
will be able to hold prices practically 
whére they are. There may be a slight 
advance, according to George Warren 
Brown ef the Brown Shoe Co. At any 
rate, no decrease in prices need be leok- 
ed for the coming season. 

“Conditions are such in the hide and 
leather market,"’ said Mr. Brown, ‘‘that 
even though hides go on the free list 
there can be no reduction in prices for 
at least six. months. The conditien I 
refer to is a boom on leather: and hides. 
The prices are away above the basis 
on which shoes are sold. Free hides 
are needed to: modify this condition. 
“The high prices of hides and leather 
are due to the fact that the packers 
contre] the hide market. We have been 
trying to hold the prices of shoes where 
they are but we will not be able to con- 
tinue do do so unless hides are cheap- 
er. That is the reason we have been 
making such a hard fight to get hides 
on the free list.”’

$13,600,000 TO 
FLECTAIFY ROAD 


Water Power to Help on Divi- 
sion 140 Miles Over Sierra 
Nevadas. 


NEW YORK, July oe message 
from HE. H. Harriman will authorize the 
beginning of a $13,000,000 electrification 
of the Sacramente division ef the South- 
ern Pacific road, extending ever the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains, from Reno to 
Sacramento. 


The work will be the most stupendous 
ever undertaken in the way of electrical 
outfitting and propulsion. The division 
is 140 miles leng, with a mountain rise 
at its center one and one-half miles 
high. It has several tunnels and a 
snowshed about forty miles long.

INCOME TAX OR RIGHT 
TO TAKE A MAN'S MONEY 


Closest Friends 
Tells of His Trials 
and Tribulations 
Making Money 
and Spending It 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
CLEVELAND, O., July 24.—"All 
newspapers and magazines are inclined 
to treat men fairly—in theory; but ev- 
ery last one of them attacks me vi- 

' Glously—in practice.”’ 

John D. Rockefeller, at his home in 
Forest Hill today, gave this as the rea- 
son for his announced determination 
never to grant a newspaper or magazine 
an interview again. He has resolved 
never, Winowingly, to talk for publica- 
tion on any subject. 
~ Mr. Rockefelier’s last message to 

the newspapers included this state- 

ment: ' 

“‘Newspapers can show their good 
will and friendliness by not press- 
ing further for interviews.’’ 

Suffered From Attacks. 

In announcing his reasons for his 
newly-made determination to with- 
@raw from the public eye, so far as 
@ small army of guards and con- 
Stant attendants can help to keep 
would-be interviewers at a distance, 
Mr. Rockefeller intimated plainly 
that he has suffered keenly from 
published attacks of which he has 
been the target. 

It can be authoritatively stated 
that Mr. Rockefeller disapproves 
vehemently of an income tax. He has 
very firmly fixed ideas as to property 
rights and the inviolability of the 
profits arising from them. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s convictions on 
the subject of an income tax he has 
expounded as follows: 

When a man has accumulated a 
®um of money within the law, that is 
to say, in a legally honest way, the 
people no longer have any right to 
Share in the earnings resulting from 
that accumulation. The man has re- 
spected the law in accumulating the 
money. Ex-post facto laws should 
not apply to property rights. Man’s 
right to undivided ownership of his 
Property, in whatever form, cannot 
be denied him by any process ‘short 
of confiscation. 

Would Pay a Fortune. 

ir. Rockefeller’s deep personal inter- 
est In the income tax law is obvious. 
If he is worth $30,009,C0) or $490,020,009, 
his income is roughly $15,000,000 or $20,- 
000,000, and 5 per cent would be $390,0u) 
or $400,000 a year. It is certain that no 
other man in the country would have to 
pay so much, were an income tax levied. 
. In spite of Mr. Rockefeller’s deter- 
mination never again to consent to a 
newspaper interview, the following 
statements, made today by a man very 
close to the oil king, truthfully represent 
his view of himself and of many things 
said of him: 


Rockefeller a Humane Man. 
“Mr.. Rockefeller is a very humane 


man. By natural inclination and by the 
precepts of his philosophy he is an op- 
timist and an opportunist. But this is 
mot true when newspapers are con- 
cerned. Mr. Rockefeller never offered a 
million dollars or any other sum for a 
cure of his alleged dyspepsia.

It is rather his desire to keep to him- 
self the pleasure of having the recipients 
of his charity owe him debts of gratitude 
they never can repay that leads him to 
make silence a condition of his gifts. 

One instance, typical of the many his 
friends know about, is given as showing 
how quickly Mr, Rockefeller will ra- 
spond to an appeal when he feels cer- 
tain news of the gift will not leak out. 

A young woman teacher in the Mil- 
ford Street Public School here was 
stricken with tuberculosis last fall. A 
purse sufficient to send her to Arizona 
and pay uer living expenses for one 
month was made up by her fellow 
teachers. Beyond this she had noth- 
ing. 

Attention to the girl's plight was 
called to Mr. Rockefeller in a letter 
written by one of the teachers, who ex- 
plained that she was acting on her 
own initiative and without the know!l- 
edge of any of her associates. Within 
48 hours she received a reply from 
Mr. Rockefeller. It informed her that 
the draft of three figures, which was 
inclosed, would be duplicated on the 
first of each month thereafter until the 
teacher should no longer need: money. 
The payments are still being made 
monthly and-are merely one of a very 
long list of similar payments to indi- 
viduals equally helpless and worthy. 

For all his antagonism to the press, 
Mr. Rockefeller shows no reticence in 
his conversation with all tha men and 
women who share his friendship. For 
this reason it has been possible to pro- 
cure the following facts concerning the 
money king, the authenticity of which 
have been verified beyond the possibility 
of doubt. 

Has Boys Push His Tricycle. 

The lake on the Rockefeller estate 
which last Year was the meeting place 
of dozens of boys of the neighborhood 
is succeeded by a barbed-wire fence 
row. Through the lake itself, reaching 
out from the shores in all directions 
and separated by five-foot intervals, 
have been stretched strands of barbed 
wire a foot below the surface of the 
water. If trespassers succeed in wrig- 
gling through the bristling barrier about 
the lake, they will find a dive into the 
innocent-looking water a very painful 
thing. 

The reason for using ‘“‘the swimming 
hole” that so long has been the boys 
chief delight is explained on the ground 
that the boys persisted in throwing 
benches belonging to Mr. Rockefeller 
into the lake. This persistent vandal- 
ism seems to have detracted not the 
least from the moneyed optimist’s faith 
in human nature, except in so far as 
newspapers are concerned.

‘TIT have been a dive keeper in Chicago 


for 16 years, and I will admit that every 


dive keeper in the West Side levee dis- , 


trict, as well as other sections of Chi- 
cago, must pay tribute to thw pdliice. I 
have been held up by the police so much 
of late that I could not stand it any 
longer. 

“Perhaps the world in genera) does 
not know how tribute money is col- 
lected, There is always a ‘go between’ 
at the head of all vice trusts, and in 
the West Side levee districc it is Mi- 
chael Heitler, known as ‘Mike De Pike.’ 

Taxed for Doors and Windows. 

“Now, ‘Mike de Pike’ is and hag bee. 
the right-hand man of Inspector Mc- 
Cann. They dined and wined together. 
I have often seen them go automobile 
riding. For a long time I paid ‘prv- 
tection’ money to ‘Mike de Pike,’ wh» 
would see Inspector McCann afterward. 

“There is a regular scale of prices in 
the resort district. Each resort keeper 
is taxed $20 a month for each street 
entrance and $5 a month for each win- 
dow. 

“I was going along nicely, paying my 
tribute every month. When Inspector 
McCann came Into the district I was 
in business at 10 Green street. It was 
a good place and I made considerabie 
mopey. Detective Griffin would come 
in regularly and I would pay him $20 
every month, besides giving him a littie 
spending money, 

“At one time Inspector McCann be. 
came ill and he did not come to the 
police station. Detective Griffin, TI 
believe, was sent out of town, s0 
"Mike De Pike’ came to my place and 
said: ‘Say, Morris. the boss is sick, 
and I have been instructed to do the 
collecting.’ “Who do you mean by 
‘the boss’? I asked.” Then he in- 
formed me that the ‘boss’ was In- 
spector McGann. 


Go-Between Raises Rates. 

“Well, I asked him what was want- 
ed from me, and he ‘said .that I would 
have to be taxed %40 this month on 
account of the flourishing business I 
was doing. I did not complain and 
paid over the $40. The next month 
Detective Griffin came In and did the 
collecting. 

“One day I got tired of giving up the 
tribute money to thé various represen- 
tatives of Inspector McCann's office, so 
I called on the inspector himself. I told 
him that I did net know whether he was 


getting the money or not and I asked) 


him if it would not be just as well if I 
came over to the station and gave him 
the money in person. He. instructed me 
never to come to the station In such cases 
and he told me to give the money to Louls 
Frank of the firm of Frank Brothers, 
who keep a saloon and gambling house 
at Madison and Halsted streets. 

“For a time I handed the ‘protection’ 
money to Louls Frahk, who is a friend 
of mine. Now, remember, the Frank 
Brothers are all right. They are honest 
and never kept any of the money given 
to them by dive keepers. 

“Louls Frank was only the ‘go-be- 
tween.’ I am sorry to learn that Louis 
Frank has been indicted. It is wrong. 
Louls Frank did not make his money by: 
collecting tribute money from the dive- 
keepers of the West Side levee district, 
but worked hard behind the bar, was 
fortunate in buying good real estate and 
that’s how Frank made his money. 

“One day, while one of my girls was 
in front of the door, a detective came 
along and arrested her. I rushed up to 
him and gave him $% and he released 
her. A few days later the same man 
arfested her again. Then I asked why 
he arrested her and he told me that 
Inspector McCann requested it. 

“After the detective took the girl to 
the station, I went see the in- 


|Street Police Station and

any of my girls. The result was that 
she was allowed to go without being 
fined. 

Forced Out By Raid. 

“But the tribute money which I was 
compelled to give to Inspector McCann 
amounts to many thousands of dollars. 

“Everybody knew that ‘Mike de Pike’ 
was also a collector for Inspector Mc- 
Cann. He is a power in the West Side 
levee district and when he wanted to 
get my place at 10 Green stréet he did 
so through Inspector McCann, who had 
my place raided time and again until I 
was forced out of business, 

“IT appealed to Inspector McCann. He 
told me I could epen somewhere else 
and I told him of a place at 82 North 
Halsted street which I intended to open 
and he told*me to go right along. 680 
I opened: the place. 

“T had one door on Halsted street and, 
of course, Detective Griffin collected $20 
every month. I ther cut through and 
made a door and passage way from 
Lake street into my resort. Then Detec- 
tive Griffin .said I must give up $20 
more a month because I had another 
door to my place. I did so and was 
dealt fairly with. e 

“But the police were not satisfied 
with the $40 a month. They wanted 
more. Detectives were sent’ from the 
Desplaines Street Police Station to raid 
my place. In one week my resort was 
‘pulled’ four times. Of course that 
meant that I must go to the Desplaines 
see Louls 
Frank, so that my girls should be balled 
out. I went to the detectives and asked 
them what it all meant. 

McCann Ordered Raids, 

“‘T am paying for protection and why 
should you raid my house?’ I asked 
of the detectives, and they informed me 
that they were acting under orders of 
Inspector McCann. 

“T then believed that ‘Mike de Pike’ 
wanted to put me out of business. After 
the police battered down my Lake street 
door, I knew it was time for me to get 
out of business. 

“Detective Mulvihill, who is a part- 
ner of Detective Griffin, never collected 
any of the tribute money from me. In 
fact, I have had occasion to test his 
honesty and he has proved himself hon- 
est. me applies to Detectives

Tarpon fishing plier crushed like an egs- 
shell before the hurricane, is the ex- 
perience of William Davies, a legless 


man from Groveton, Tex., who eared 


was washed ashore many miles from & 
farmhouse and 90 miles from a railroad. 

He was one of the 11 people on the 
big fishing pier, six miles in the gulf, 
when it succumbed to the hurricane on 
Wednesday morning, July 21. 

With the others, he took to the water 
and was swished away by the hurricane 
tide, having discarded his artificial limbs 
before the structure went to pleces. 

During Davies’ 30 hours,in the water, 
in which he traveled more than 6 miiles 
at the will of the currents and tides, 
he clung to the cork legs which, as he 
says, a kind Providence sent to him. 

Found Legs Miles Away. 

It was many miles from where the 
pier went down on the jetty rocks and 
the legless unfortunate was clinging for 
life to small debris, and with a life 
preserver strapped about his waist, that 
he suddenly grasped something in the 
water and found to be his cork legs. 

While Davies’ sufferings and his ex- 
periences through the long hours of the 
night, as he drifted and called and hail- 
ec. imaginary and real lighta ef passing 
ships, were beyond description, his ex: 
perience, after he had -been washed 
ashore were astounding. 


In his. own words he tells the arr 


as follows: 

“after being buffeted about on the 
raging seas for 25 hours, dead for sleep 
but fearful to close my eyes lest I 
meet death, I sighted land and I became 
overanxious and decided and nearly lost 
my hold on the raft, but I decided to be 





calm and wait, for if it was land I' 
‘could not fail to reach it soonef or later. 


Saw Searchlight. 

“For hours I did not turn to look 
again. Thé searchlight from Port Boli- 
var was thrown on me several times, 
but I must have been traveling very 
fast, as they could not keep it on me, 
it being first in front and then behind 
me. However, it was squarely on me 
severa] times. 

“Looking again, I ed the object 
getting darker, and Was now con- 
vinced that it was land and I did not 
look again till. I was almost. on shore, 

“I was first washed upon the sand 
and then back again into the sea. I 
wanted to be sure that it was the 
shore before I let go my raft, so I 
felt with my hands thé sand. Then I 
aiid off my raft and was washed 
ashore and back again several times, 
but each time getting nearer the edge. 

Climbed High Bank. 

“Words can not express my feelings 
when I found that I was once more on 
land. It was a black bank about fifteen 





feet high, and as it was steep and there 
were no vines clinging to the sides I 
began to fear I could not ascend it. 
But feeling safe again gave me remark- 
able strength and courage and I pat | 
forth extra efforts. 

“I threw my life preserver to the top 
and after several] trials succeeded in get- 
ting to the top, only té find that there 
was another high bank to be ascended. 

“It was so dark I could hardly see, 
but I found a path and went up the 
second bank successfully. I now felt 
out of danger, although the motion of) 
the sea was still in my system and I 
Imagined I was on an island, and it was 
swaying beneath mie, 

Walked on His Hands. 

“The cause of my trouble In ascend- 
ing the bank was my physical condition. 
I have no legs, and I had ‘to walk on 
my hands, awinging my bedy between 
my arms. The brushes bruised my 
hands, and I tried to break up my life- | 
preserver and make some walking | 
blocks to protect my hands from the 
ground. I eould not break the pre- 
server. 

“T went back into @ thicket, about 30 
yards distant, to await daylight. This 
was about 1 o'clock im the morning. 
While lying’ in the thicket, shivering 
from the cold, I beard voices apparent- 
ly near. I sheuted to them, but the 
people amt no attention to me, but kept 
on talking without ‘any Interruption. 

‘I wént back to sleep for a few min-, 
utes, but was awakened by ene say-'! 
ing, ‘That was a skeleton. I wonder 
what became of the rest of it?’

Of the five witnesses remaining to tes- 
tify, none is expected to submit any 
proof that “Jimmie’’ Sutton shot him- 
- self, if he did shoot himself, with the in- 
tent to take his own life. 

Taken as a whole, the vast mass of 


- @onflicting testimony extracted by the 
_ . €ourt of inquiry when sifted of verbiage 
and obvious evasions, has not resulted 


‘in establishing the conviction that the 
verdict of the first court was Justified 
fm any respect. The essential facts 
which have been brought out are 
these: 

1. That Lieut. Sutton was not popular 
with his fellow officers in the marine 
service, due to a prejudice that is not 
clearly understood, but alleged to have 
been the result of certain mannerisms 
and his failure to “mix’’ with them. 

2. That he sought to gain their friend- 
ship, but failed. 

8. That he resented the unfriendly at- 
titude of his fellows and quarreled with 
Lieuts. Adams, Osterman and.Utley on 
the night of the tragedy. 

Fist Fight Preceded Shooting. 

4. That he and Adams or Osterman 
(the testimony conflicts) indulged in a 
fist fight preceding the actual shooting. 
6. That Sutton, angered by the beat- 
ing he had received, went to his tent 
in the marine camp, procured one or 
two revolvers (the testimony conflicts) 
and returned to the scene of the fight. 

6. That the quarrel was resumed, and 
five or six shots fired. 

7. That the last shot killed Sutton. 

8 That Sutton fired this shot either 
with intent to take his own life or to 
shoot one of the three officers who 
have admitted that they were holding 
him prone off the ground for the pur- 
pose, they allege, of preventing him 
from. shooting them.

Louis, Says They Never 
Give Up in Fight. 


WAS NOT UNPOPULAR 





Conditions at Annapolis Lim- 
ited Friendships, Former ° 
Cadet Explains.

Minor Meriwether Jr., of Shreveport, 
La.. roommate, classmate and frien! 
of James N. Sutton the marine office: 
whose death is under investigation at 
Annapolis, Md., in an interview with 
a@ Post-Dispatch reporter at Hotel Jef- 
ferson yesterday said he would not be 
surprised if another autopsy on §Sut- 
ton’s body shows that bones were 
broken in the fight that ended in his 
death. 

At the end of the interview, during 
which Meriwether reluctantly replied to 
questions, he was reminded that his 
statements would permit the inference 
that Sutton had not committed suicide, 

‘I have not said that,’’ Mr. Meriwether 
answered. 

Left Navy to Save Chum, 

According to a statement made to a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent at Annapo- 
lis by Sutton’s mother, Sutton left the 
Naval Academy to escape testifying 
against Meriwether when the latter was 
tried on the charge of having caused 
the death of another cadet with whom 
he had fought 20 rounds. ~~ é 

“I do not feel myself obligated to Sut- 
ton; I do not admit that he resigned 
to avoid giving testimony against me,”’ 
said Meriwether. 

“There are men in the active service 
to do all the talking that is necessary.’”’ 
I don’t understand why Mrs. Sutton 
should have brought about another in- 
vestigation. Sutton is dead and no mat- 
ter what is disclosed it will do him 
no go0od.’’ 

Never Gives Up in Fight. 

As to the likelihood that another 
autopsy would reveal evidence of serious 
injuries inflicted on Sutton, Mr. Meri- 
wether said: “In a naval academy fight 
@ man never gives up. If his ribs are 
broken, his arms are broken and his 
neck is broken he fights until he be- 
cemes unconscious. If it is found that 
Sutton’s bones were broken it will not 
show that he stopped fighting before 
he became unconscious. 

“Sutton and I were roommates two 
years. We were classmates, and, of 
course, friends. Sutton was not un- 
popular with his classmates. Under 
conditions that prevailed there it was 
not possible for a man to have friends 
outside of his class during his first 
year.” 

Man Killed in Class Fight. 

In answer to questions about the 
fight which caused him to be put on 
trial, Mr. Meriwether said: 

“It was a class fight. I had never 
been whipped and the other man was 
champion of his class and of the New 
York Athletic Club. The class fights 
were under Marquis of .Queensbury 
rules, with three-minute rounds and 
one-minute rests with three ounce 
gioves. The men fought until one was 
unconscious. The other man thought 
he would have an easy time with me, 
but he found. he had a pine knot. I 


knocked him out. He died from the ef-’ 


fects. It was no particular injury that 
caused his death. He died from the 
general effects. He was beaten to 
death.”’ 

Mr. Meriwether came to S8t. Louis 
three days ago to purchase supplies 
for his father’s farm at Shreveport. 
With him is his wife, whose loss of a 
diamond brooch, valued at $500, caused 
a search to be made by detectives at 
the Jefferson.

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FATHER OF DEAD 


WOMAN TRIES 10 
ATTACK HUSBAND 


Shakes Fist in Wealthy Far- 
mer’s Face and Declares 
He Killed Wife. 


OUT ON $10,000 BOND 


Neighbors’ Gossip Leads to 
Exhumation and Charge 
of Murder. 





CARLINVILLE, Ill, July 24.—Hen. 
ry Johnson, a wealthy farmer of New 
Douglas, three miles cast of Staun- 
ton, Ill., is held under bond of $10,000 
to the grand jury of Macoupin County 
to answer a charge of having mur- 
dered his wife, Emma, three months 
ago. 

After his release from the custody 
of the Sheriff today, Johnson was 
confronted by his father-in-law, 
Henry Rosenthal, wno in great ex- 
citement shook his fist In Johnson's 
face and exclaimed: 

“You killed my Emma, but I will 
see that justice is done and that you 
are put where she !s.” 

Bystanders prevented Rosenthal 
from attacking his son-tn-law. 

Johnson's bond was stgned by his 
brother, John Johnson, Thomas and 
Henry Burns, neighbors, and W. P. 
Wall, a banker or Staunton. They 
became his sureties after he had giv- 
en them a conditional deed to his 
valuable farm of 180 acres at New 
Douglas. 

For several hours after his release 
yesterday Johnson remained in 
Staunton. To miany friends and ac- 
quaintances he declared his inno- 
cence, and disclaimed any knowledge 
of the manner of his wife’s death. 


Warrant Follows Exhuming. 
The warrant chargtng Johnson 


with’ the murder was tssued Friday 
afternoon by State's Attorney James 
Murphy of Carlinville, rollowing the 
exhuming of Mrs. Jonnson’s body, 
and the discovery that her skull was 
fractured and her eye and hands 
were bruised. 

The exhumation of the body was 
prompted by persistent gossip among 
Johnson's neighbors, who, since his 
wife’s death, April 10, have been urg- 
ing the need of an investigation. 

Mrs, Johnson was found dead in bed 
at her home the morning of April 10 
The Coroner's jury, which conducted 
the inquest, examined the body and 
found the bruises on her eye.and armas, 
but returned a verdict of death from 
unknown causes. Mrs. Johnson was 
buried and no further official action 
Wag taken. 

Neighbors Talk of Affair. 

Ever since April, however, there has 
been gossip among Mrs. Johnson's 
neighbors that her married life was un- 
happy and that her husband had mis- 
treated her. These stories were brought 
o her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Rosenthal, of New Douglas, but for a 
long time were discredited, 

To hush this gossip, Mr. Rosenthal 
last week sought the advice of Ceroner 
Karnes of Carlinville 

Coroner Karnes, Dr. Threadgill and 
Dr. McKinney examined the body and 
tound the fracture of the skull and 
other signs of violence. Besides the 
fracture and the bruises there appeared 
on her throat marks that resembled fin- 
ger prints. 

These facts ‘were laid before State's 
Attorney Murphy. Johnson was arrested 
and taken to Staunton and held until 
late Friday night. 


Says He Found Wife Dead. 
Johnson says that when he awoke on 


the morning of April 10 he found hig 
wife dead in bed. A month before her 
death, Johnson says, his wife had 
jumped from bed and injured her eye. 
That was the only explanation he could 
give of the bruise which the Coroner's 
jury saw. He could not account for the 
fracture of her skull, he said. He de- 
clined yesterday to discuss the case fur- 
ther. 

For several months before her death 
Mrs. Johnson was believed to be af- 
flicted mentally. She once leaped into 
a well, but was rescued, and before that 
had attempted to take her life in other 
ways. 

Johnson is 48 years old and has al- 
ways borne a good reputation among 
his neighbors. He has lived in Macou- 
pin County for many years. 


CHILD FATALLY BURNED WHILE 
SAVING DOLLS FROM A FIRE 


With Clothing Ablaze, Girl Outdis- 
tances Pursuers in Wild 


Run on Street. 


HANNIBAL, Mo., July 24.—Alma El- 
gin, 15 years old, was fatally burned 
today while trying to save paper dolls 
from a bonfire Yor her baby sister. All 
her clothes were burned from her 
body and she ran wildly down the 
street, fanning the blaze at every 
step. 

She outdistanced her rescuers in 
her wild run of agony until she stum- 
bled and fell, when the fire about her 
body was extinguished. There are no 
hopes for her recovery.

Manufacturers’ Experiments Also 
Show That Flattest Spring Gives 
Best Results. 





] 


The investigation and practice of 
the members of the Association of 
Licensed Automobile Manufacturers, 
@s to the springs which carry their 
car bodies and frames make a very 
interesting tale. Many grades of 
metal domestic and foreign have been 
used, including chrome nickel steel 
and steel containing chromium com- 
bined with tungsten, vanadium, etc. 
With spectal alloy steel, a very su- 
perior article can be produced, pro- 
vided the requirements of heat treat- 
ment are followed. By some it is 
advanced that silico-manganese steels 
will endure longer than hig carbon 
steels. Springs of certain specified 
anaylses are today being made, 
which will successfully withstand 
any test to which they would be sub- 
jected. 

Typical practice is to have . the 
proper ingredients rn the initial prod- 
uct, insisting upon“a strict mainten- 
ance of this standard when the prod- 
uct is delivered, following with a 
standardized method of treatment all 
through, including the re- 
quirement that the spring will take 
only so much set under the first test 
and then stay there. 

It is necessary to have the fur- 
naces, in which the steel is treat- 
ed, under pyrometer control, with 
very slight variation in temperature 
allowed; and with a so-called “soft” 
heat, not harsh or severe, as_ to 
which the kind of fuel employed is 
important. The most commonly used 
heat treatments are annealing, hard- 
ening, tempering, hardening and an- 
nealing, double annealing and double 
hardening and annealing. 

It is contended by some producers. that 
a spring with tne least arch, that is, 
the nearest flat, is the safest spring, 
if enough room for the proper amount 
ef deflection is reserved. This is on 
the theory that the greater the arch 
the greater is the fiber strain in a 
spring. 

In connection with front springs, one 
authcrity states they should, to preserve 
proper resiliency, not. be thicker than 
their width; should be fairly stiff, with 
a maximum deflection of not over one- 
quarter of an inch per hundred pounds; 
not off-centered; and have the front 
eye set higher than the rear eye.not 
less than one-half inch, this latter pre- 
venting the car from ducking. 

That in rear springs, where the prob- 
lem is relatively easy, the length and 
width should be as great. as possible, 
{f made scientifically as to thesspac- 
ing of the leaves, the length of the taper 
and the grading of the steel. 

There can be made a spring that will 
take certain dimensions under a given 
load, and ten thousand other springs 
which will take the same dimensions 
under the same load, but it is es- 
sential that they have a large number 
of leaves of specia: grade steel, special- 
l:; tempered, with an absolutely correct 
grading, so that there will be spring 
play from the center of the eye to the 
center of the spring. 

It has long been seen that the car- 
riage spring steel of the last quar- 
ter of a century will not do for auto- 
mobile springs. And successful experi- 
ments of the last ten years have given 
us various satisfactoy designs for auto- 
mobile springs; securing reliabiility and 
ease of riding with lower suspension of 
the body. 

The weight, the speed, the traction 
feature and the variation of passenger 
load are elements that never until the 
case of the automobile, existed to the 
same extent in any one vehicle.

CARE OF THE CAR. 


To prevent rubber matting from being 
disfigured -with oil spots which also 
deteriorate the rubber, it is suggested to 
give the matting a coat of lead paint. 
Be sure it is lead hee as the imitations 
are hurtful. 


Spare aspestos washers should al- 
ways be treated before being placed 
among the spares on the car. A six 
hours’ sogking in olive ol), followed by 
@ draining and brief drying, and a final 
rubbing in of fine black lead, will give 
a good tight washer that will come 
adrift cleanly at any time. 


There is a St. Louls owner who has 
had much trouble with his tires wear- 
ing Out too fast. His tires slip around 
28 much as 35 degrees owing to the 
fact that his rear seat is seldom occu- 
pied. He is now. using a set of six 
Kimball tire protectors which prevent 
the slipping and come in handy in case 
of a blowout. 


Springs too greak to hold the valves 
on the cams will make the engine weak 
at high speeds, and will produce clat- 
t-ring owing to belated’ seating of valves. 
On the other hand an excessively stiff 
spring, even if it does ‘not injure the 
valve seat by the constant hammering 
action, is consuming power which could 
be better expended in driving the car. 


Few motorists. except. those of long 


experience realize the strain that is put. 


upon the steering mechanism by twist- 
ing the wheels around by means of the 
steering wheel when the car is station- 
ary. Where this is done an unnecessary 
amount of wear is ‘put upon the steer- 
ing mechaniam and sometimes even the 
steering Connection may be bent. 


It is annoying to have the car rattle 
and squeak whenever it goes over a 
little irregularity tn the road, and it is 
also bad for the car. 
means friction in the spring hangers, 
radius rods or brake connections, or 
between the spring leaves, which, if not 
corrected, will soon cause a permanent 
looseness. lLiberal use of the oll «can 
is the obvious remedy. 


A handy thing for the motorist who 
does much touring or following of road 
maps to have either on the dash or in 
some convenient part. of the car is a 
compass. It many times happens that 
in traveling a winding road one soon 
loses all idea of the actual direction he 
is going, and a turn incorrectly made 
may bring him far off his course and 
thus cause him to lose considerable time. 
Those who habitually use it find the 
compass a very valuable addition to the 
motorist’s equipment. :

PARIS, July 14.—The telephone line to 


Stockholm, first used the other day by 
the French Minister there and his wife 
here, and by the French Consul and 
an official of the Paris Foreign Office, 
will be available to the public in a year 
or so. 

The experiment made was quite suc- 
cessful, the only hitch being some con- 
fusion at one moment between the con- 
versation with Stockholm and others 
being carried on at the same time from 
Paris to Berlin, by which town the 
new connection is established, but this 
defect was soon remedied.

| Estimates for Needed Improve- 


ments Place Cost of Work 
at $5,500,000. 


The Board of Public Improvements 
will spend $5,500,000 for sewers, beginning 
this fall if the Municipal Assembly will 
give the Board the money. Recommen- 
dation is to be made that a new issue 
of bonds to the amount of $4,000,000 be 
made. This, with $1,500,000 on hand for 
the purpose, would make the $5,500,000. 

The expenditure is deemed necessary 
to meet the needs of the section north 
and south of Forest Park and west of 
King’s highway, in which the sewer ca- 
pacity has not kept pace with increase 
of population. In some neighborhoods 
there are no sewers and in others the 
sewers are not adequate to carry off the 
storm water. 

Two Plans Suggested, 

Sewer Commissioner Fardwell has two 
plans for meeting the situation. One is 
to tunnel under Forest Park from Union 
boulevard to Mitchell and Manchester 
avenues. The other is to build an in- 
closed sewer from Union boulevarl 
along the present course of the River 
des Peres to the same point. 

South of Manchester avenue Mr. Fard- 
well will recommend that the River des 
Peres be straightened and revetted and 
faralleled by an inclosed sewer, 

As University City and Wellston will 

e benefited by the new sewers, they 
will be asked to share the expense. 

WIll Increase City’s Debt. 

The cost of the sewer from Clemens 
avenue to Ma ter avenue either 
along the @hannel of the River des 
Peres or thtough the park, is estimated 
at $1,700,000. The revetment of the chan- 
nel south of Manchester avenue and the 
construction.of the auxiliary sewer will 
be about $2,500,000. 

If $4,000,000 of additional bonds are is- 
sued the city’s total indebtedness will 
be about $29,627,000, including the $11,200,- 
000 authorized June 12, 1906. On that sum 
the annual interest will be more than 
$1,000,000.

Will Leave St. Louis on Most 
Eventful Voyage Since 
De Soto’s. 


25 GOVERNORS IN VAN 





Steamboats Will Carry Offi- 
cials to Convention at 
New Orleans. 





President Taft, the greatest traveler 
who has occupied the White House, ‘“‘the 
man who,” according to President W. 
Kk. Kavanaugh of the Lakes-to-the-Gulf 
Deep Waterways Association, ‘always 
goes and looks at a job of which he is in 
eharzge,”’ will visit‘St. Loyis late in Octo- 
ber and ‘go to New Orleans, 1200 miles, 
by boat on the Mississippi, to attend the 
Deep Waterways Convention and lend 
the power of his office to the inland 
shiprodd project. 

There is every likelihood that the 
flotilla which will accompany the Pres- 
ident on the down-river voyage will be 
the most imposing, the most picturesque 
and the most influential that has plowed 
the surface of the Father of Waters 
since Fernando de Soto discovered the 
midcontinental stream. 

President Kavanaugh of the Water- 
Ways Association, who will preside:at 
the convention in New Orleans, ex- 
pressed to a Post-Dispatch reporter last 
night unbounded confidence in the béne- 
fits of the visit and voyage of Presi- 
dent Taft, speaking enthusiastically of 
the spectacle promised to the people of 
St. Louls ard the towns and cities along 
the 1200-mile stretch of river. 

Not only the President, but at least 
25 governors, perhaps 30, will be in the 
procession. The governor of ever state 
in the Mississippi Valley, which extends 
from Pennsylvania to Colorado and 
from Canada to the Gulf of Mexico, 
has promised to attend. Each of the 2 
governors signed the invitation to the 
President. 

Greatest of Presidential Pageants. 

The President’s boat, which may be 
a Government vessel, will lead the pro- 
cession. Boats’ carrying the governors 
will follow. From 100 to 150 Senators 
and Representatives are expected to go 
On the trip. Many wealthy and in- 
fluential business men from Chicago, 
St. Louis and other cities in the region 
to be benefited” by a deep waterway 
will be present. 

“I have no hesitancy in predicting,” 
said Mr. Kavanaugh, ‘that this presi- 
deutial fleet will far exceed in the num- 
ber-of vessels and the splenuor of the 
display that which conveyed President 


| Roosevelt to Memphis two years’ ago. 


That was a spectacle which brought 
together 16 governors. We hope to have 
twice that number of state executives 
in the party next October. That the 
Loats will be fittingly decorated for the 
occasion, is a foregone conclusion. The 
Mississippi River never knew such a 
water parade, of such length and such 
magnificence, as will attend the Presi- 
dent on the voyage from St. Louis to 
New Orleans. 

“President Taft will deliver an ad- 
dress at the waterways convention. 
Secretary of War Dickinson will deliver 
a speech. Speaker Cannon, in all prob- 
ability, will take the trip and taJk to 
the convention. The presence of these 
heads of tie Government and of the 
many members of Congress, all lending 
the weight of their influence to the deep 
waterways propaganda, cannot fail to 
accelerate the movement and hasten the 
great work.” 


Gen. Noble Gives Invitation. 
The invitation from the 25 Governors 


Was presented to President Taft last 
Wednesday, in a handsome portfolio, 
bound in morocco, Gen. Joun W. Noble 
of St. Louis, former Secretary of the 
Interior, made the presentation speech. 
Festus J. Wade and Mr. Kavanaugh 
were present. The President accepted 
the invitation and assured the St. 
Loulsans that. Secretary Carpenter 
would write them in a few days, giving 
the exact date when he will arrive in 
St. Louis. : 

Before coming to St. Louis, the 
President will make a tour which will 
include Seattle, Wash., and the Pacific 
coast south to San Diego, Cal., several 
points in Texas, and a fraternal greet- 
ing with President Diaz of Mexico. 
Each .President will cross the boundary 
line from nation to nation and greet 
the other in his own country. This 
will be the first time such visits have 
been made. 

After the Diaz meeting at El Paso, 
the President will visit San Antonio 
and then will spend two or three days 
at the ranch of his brother, Charles P. 
Taft of Cincinnati, near Corpus Christi, 
Then he will visit Houston. 

Mr. Kavanaugh expects Secretary 
Carpenter to notify him Monday of the 
exact date when President Taft may 
be expected in St. Louis. He thinks it 
will be about Oct. 28. 

The President will remain here a 
night and part of a day. There will be 
a banquet in his honor, attended by the 
Governors and members of Congress. 
The Business Men’s League will arrange 
the entertainment for the President. 

The St. Louts-to-New Orleans fleet 
will be mobilized when President Taft's 
visit is finished. St. Louis will give the 
flotilla a glorious send-off. The pro- 
bability is that this city on that occa- 
sion will have the greatest crowd ever 
gathered within its limits.

A good run of sheep arrived each day 
and the market declined about 25 cents 
from the close of the previous week the 
first .two days on lambs, after which 
time it remained steady, and towards 
the close of the week was a shade bet- 
ter. Sheep were about 2% cents higher 
all week than the previous week, and 
are now higher than any time during 
the past month.

Traffic Has Been Divetied. 

“A few years ago I had luncheon with 
Several of your leading citizens and dis- 
cussed this matter with them. As the 
result of the Conférence a great deal of 
traffic has been diverted from the For- 
est Park branch to the north’ division, 
which intersects the city limits east of 
Jennings and runs down Second street 
to our freight depots and terminals. 

“Excepg for the convenience of the 
people of the West End, who like to 
drop off at the Delmar and Vandeven- 
ter avenue stations, instead of going 
around by the north route,.and then 
home from Union Station, very few 
trains would be op€érated over the For- 
est Park line. 

“All of our heavy freight trains are 
now taken in and out of the city over 
the north route. The only freight 
trains that are hauled through the park 
are made up of shipments that originate 
from the industries on that division of 
the track. 

“We have a great many large ndus- 
tries on the Forest Park division of the 
Wabash, and we are morally bound to 
serve them. It would not be a satisfac- 
tory arrangement to abandon the sec- 
tion of the road in the park and main- 
tain the two ends of the division as 
branch or stub roads. 

“As the industries increase on this 
branch of the road, and as the county 
becomes more densely populated, as the 
result of the westward movement, it 
can be seen readily that-the Forest 
Park right will become more valuable 


Jall the time. 


Pian Imcreases Mileage. 

“The Civic League suggestion that we 
acquire the cuter belt of the Terminal 
AssSclation from Ferguson to the point 
of intersection with the Missouri Pa- 
cific and Frisco tracks at or near Ma- 
plewood, and then make a Mill Creek 
Valley connection with our tracks eas‘ 
of Forest Park, does not appeal to me. 
‘That would increase the distance 
from Ferguson to the Union Station 
several miles. Railroads are looking for 
opportunities to reduce their mileage 
instead of to increase it. Our present 
System in St. Louis sives us a very 
valuable loop around the north half of 
the city, and the abandonment of the 
Forest Park track would break up that 
arrangement, to our detriment. 

“The Wabash will have to abolish 
those West End grade crossings. I 
know Wwe have some bad ones. By de- 
pressing the tracks we can eliminate 
the grade crossings and put the trains 
out of sight. With the use of electrical 
engines, on the depressive tracks I do 
not believe either the residence property 
or the park will be seriously affected 
by the Wabash Rallroad. 

“Within the next five years the elec- 
tric engine may be practical! for. the 
operation of railway trains. 

“The troubles complained of now come 
principally, in my judgment, from the 
Rock Island freight yards and. team 
tracks. If the people of St. Louis will 
buy out the Rock Island's interests in 
this section of the city I think they will 
have little reason for complaint against

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HEN Theodore Roosevelt got 
W to Africa on his big game 
hunting expedition, he found 
at least one man who handled arms 
as he did, aid who knew the West- 
ern way of doing things. ‘this man 
was a St. Louisan, and still is, for 
that matter. His name is William 
Northrup McMillan, and his mother 
lives at 25 Portland . .ace, where the 
African ranchman makes his home 
when he is in St. Louis. He has an- 
other home in London and an Af- 
rican ranch. - 

Mr. McMillan is a red-blood Ameri- 
can, fit hunting companion for our 
strenuotis former President, standing 
6 feet 3 inches, an athlete, a hunts- 
man whose superior is difficult to 
find anywhere, a diplomat and a suc- 
cessful man in his own right, in spite 
of the fact that he inherited millions 
from his father, William McMillan, 
one of the founders of the Ameri- 
can Car and Foundry Co., and that 
he is the nephew of the late Senator 
James McMillan of Michigan. 

Mr. McMillan is the owner of fuja 
farm, near Nairobi, British Eas. Af- 
rica. Here he entertained the former 
President and took him shooting. 
Both have known Western ranch life 
in America and Western big game 
hunting, on which the reputations of 
oth in a measure rest. 

Mr. McMillan’s wife, well known 
St. Louis society woman, is with him 
on Juja farm.

It was McMillan who introduced 
into Africa the ways and habits of 
the American ranchmen. When he 
first entered Africa as an explorer 
and hunter he made a striking im- 
pression on the native rulers by his 
exhibitions of strength, his knowl- 
edge of games and manly feats and 
his facility with firearms. 

He and his party came to the boun- 
dary between the countries of two of 
the tribes which travelers were not 
‘permitted to pass without first pay- 
ing toll. A short time before this 
two Englishmen who had disregarded 
this had been killed and their prop- 
erty confiscated. — 

When Mr. McMillan arrived at this 
boundary line his servants prepared 
to go into camp. MeMillan wanderea 
off to some distance from the camp. 
Hearing a noise at the camp he 
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turned back and saw that a body of 
blacks from a neighboring village 


~ Were, quarreling with his followers. 
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He started for the camp on a run 
and reached it in time to see a gi- 
black man, the bully of the 
village, knock one of his men down. 
McMillan did not slacken his speed 
ome, the fighters, but 
imeelf for the fray. 
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-@t full speed, he struck 
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ment to see the leader or a wnite 
party take a hand in the fray between 
his black servants and a party of vil- 
lagers. The Frenchmen had always 
allowed their black servants to do the 
fighting. McMillan’s display of brav- 
ery won their respect and admiration, 
and they bowed low to the great 
white leader. 

The commander of the Abyssinian 
garrison and the Governor of the 
provinces now ‘approached the camp 
and McMillan walked boldly out to 
meet them. He demanded an. apology 
for the ‘ eatment of his party and the 
punishment of the would-be robbers.

The Governor, who had come out 
with the intention of getting his 
share of the plunder when the white 
men had been driven off, pretended 
to be very angry. But McMillan was 
irm. When the Governor seemed 
likely to cause the arrest of Mr. Mc- 
Millan and his party, McMillan ran 
a characteristic American bluff on 
him. 

He had in his pocket an Abyssinian 
order of nobility which had been con- 
ferred upon him by King Menelik, 
on which there were several large, 
red and impressive seals. he pulled 
it. out and presented it haught- 
ily to the Governor, saying that it 
was his authority as representative 
of King Menelik of Abyssinia, of 
whom the Governor was a vassal. 

The Governor could ngt read, but 
the seals impressed him no less than 
the bulk, muscle and courage. of the 
American. He apologized . abjectly, 
being quite willing to keep the news 
of the attack from reaching the ears 
of Menelik. 

Mr. McMillan lost ‘no opportunity 
to increase his prestige among the 
natives. He astonished them with 
his skill and quickness with the rifle, 
exhibiting many of the tricks of the 
Western ranchman with this weapon, 
and with the revolver. 

He shot at and struck targets with 
his rifle, shooting from the hip and 
without taking aim. The negroes had 
seen Englishmen, Frenchmen and 
Italians shoot at targets, first taking 
long and careful aim and firing from 
the shoulder. 

McMillan could whirl a gun around 
rapidly with his finger in the trigger 
guard and. stopping it suddenly with’ 
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out of ten in this manner, much to 
the amazement of his ebony audi- 
ence. 

This is an old trick of Western gun 
fighters, and McMillan had picked it 
up on a Southwestern ranch in his 
early days. 

He entered into competition with 
the Africans in their own games and 
beat them. He learned to throw a 
javelin with greater force and accu- 
racy than their champions; he beat 
them at their races; he threw their 
champion wrestlers and made such a 
reputation for physical prowess that 
he was able to make peace between 
the tribes and accomplish many re- 
forms, until his fame reacked the 
native rulers. 

When McMillan was a boy he was 
(like Roosevelt) slight of stature and 
delicate. Early in his teens he sud- 
denly shot up to six feet,. and his 
rapid growth sapped his vitality. By 
early manhood he was 6 feet 3 inches 
tall, and was distinguished for height 
rather than breadth. 

His father sent him to his ranch in 
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strength. For two years the boy 
lived the life of the ranchman and 
huntsman. He was in the saddle from 
dawn to dusk, and he became profi- 
cient in the use of the lariat, the 
branding iron, and above all, the

WHERE INDIANS SIGNALED BY SMOKE AND 


Sill (Ok.) reservation, is of his- 
torical interest. ‘It is one of the 
highest peaks of Wichita Range, lo- 
cated some ten or twelve miles north- 
west of the city of Lawton, and de- 
riving its name from the fact that 
the Indians used this mountain, long 
before civilization pusued westward, 
as a point on which to send up 
“smoke” signais by day and “fire” 
by night. Later, when the 
ment established an army post 
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tinent the Indians had made use of a 
system of signals. The most common 
were those made by smoke and fire. 
The smoke signals were those most 
used and were understood by ail 
tribes. “Fire” by night was also gen- 
erally understood, but the variations 
of the fire signals were not so great 
as those made by -moke, and there- 
fore, not used so much. The signal 
for war was known to every Indian, a 
universal code among all the tribes. 
Smoke signals were r:ade by burn- 
ing rotten wood or damp leaves and 
trash in small piles, giving off-a great 
quantity of smoke, which would 
ascend in great columns or by puffs, 
which were made by covering the fire 


with a robe or blanket, allowing a 
quantity of smoke to collect under 
the blanket, which, being released, 
the fire was quickly covered again. 
This was repeated to give the desired 
signals, or it could be made alter- 
nately from several smoke fires. On 
a clear, still day, these smoke. signais 
could be seen by the keen eye of an 
Indian from ten to forty miles away. 
These signals were also used by the 
chiefs-of some tribes to call their peo- 
ple together for war, dance or festivi- 
ties of any kind. 

early ranchman, who came to 
this country and braved the dangers 
of the Indians, became so well ac- 
quainted with these Indian signals as 
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of big game to be found in America 
before he left this country for Africa. 
to test his skill as a hunter of the 
lions of Abyssinia.

Common 
chickens were substituted in most 
cases, but the common hen is a little 
too large and unwieldy. Bantam hens 
were substituted and they proved sat- 
isfactory in most cases, except that 
the ordinary bantam hen is, on the 
other hand, a little too small to cover 
a desirable number of the pheasant 
eggs. 
Mrs. Kellerstrass, after much ex- 
perimenting, has adopted the buff 
cochin bantam, perhaps the largest of 
the diminutive chickens. This . bird 
not only has the desired size, but she 
is a determined setter and a good 
mother for the baby p.easants. 
The pheasant hen lays from. 22 to 
45 eggs in her season—according to 
the breed of the bird—and these eggs 
are gathered daily frém the. breed- 
ing pens, as are these of ordinary 
chickens. ‘TLey are then a under

The setting of the eggs is in itself a 
science, and a thing that can be very 
easily botcheu. The implements are 
a small' wooden box covering a nest 
of straw on the bare ground, a peg 
and a cord.

"SHEASANT RANCH.” 


After from twenty-four to twenty- 
eight days of hatching the young 
pheasants pick their way out of the 
eggs. 

Then begins even a more delicate 
stage in the business of tue pheasant 
raiser. The baby birds cannot eat 
evea the most delicate kind of food 
consumed by ordinary chickens. Many 
experiments have been made along 
this line, but they have all proved 
uniformly unsatisfactory. 


Mrs. Kellerstrass early discovered 
that the only proper food for the 
young pneasants was the ant egg, a 
delicate and expensive uiet. These 
eggs are imported from South Ameri- 
ca, wnence they are shipped in small 
cans, commanding a fancy price. 

This food alone must keep the 
young pheasant alive the first few 
days of its existence. As soon as the 
mother bantam is taken off the nest 
the pheasants must be removed to con- 
ditions as nearly like their wild state 
as. possible. They are placed in large 
portable coops in open fields and 
there fed the ants’ eggs for -several 
days. They soon develop a craving 
for insects of some kind which must 
be supplied in abundance. . 

A beef liver is taken and allowed 
to lie in tae sun for a time. It is 
then hung in a joint of stovepipe, 
with a pan of cornmeal] standing un- 


two weeks. By means of this deli- 
cate and particular feeding the young 
birds are pulled through the most 
perilous part of their existence and 
are ready to take ordinary food. This 
stage is reached when they become one. 
three weeks to a month old. Then 
kaffir corn and other cereals of that 
character are fed. 

When eight to ten weeks old the 
young pheasants gre ready to be 
taken from the hen and turned into 
the big fenced field there to be left 
to their own resources. 

From that time on the pheasant 
takes care of itself. With good food 
and ,water the bird thrives, produces 
plumage as brilliant and plenteous as 
in the wild stages, requires little or 
no shelter in winter, and generally is 
less care than the ordjnary chicken. 
The birds lote on snow. Every rigor 
is welcome to them. Only/one ns 
—disease—is to be dreaded.

And, one will be constrained to 
ask, what is the good of the pheasant 
after all this labor and expense have 
been devoted to it? Primarily, of 
course, the pheasant is an exception- 
ally delicate article of food. The meat 
is much like that of the turkey, ex- 
cept that it has an indescribable wild 
tang that every epicure knows and 
esteems above that of any other fowl. 
* But-in addition to the food value 
of the bird and the tremendous price 
commanded by pheasants for the 
table, the bird is in demand from all 
kinds of parks, owners of gardena, 
etc. Its beauty and hardiness make 
it an ideal bird for the exhibits,in 
zoological gardens and elsewhere, and 
there are a number of breeders now in 
this country and many in England 
who raise birds for no ot...r purpose. 

In addition there are hundreds of 
private fanciers in the country who 
buy the birds for aviaries on their 
estates. The pheasant has, indeed,

Between the observance of the in- 
surance companies of the certainty of 
death and the disinclination of most 
persons to consider the uncertainty of 
life, is the ground of argument of the 
insurance solicitor. The insurance 
man bases his reasoning on the in- 
exorable American Experience Mor- 
tality Table, a grewsome bit of read- 
ing for the all-alive man to whom 
death is far from his calculations. 
This table shows how many men, of 
a given age in the country are certain 
to die within the year, and it is by 
heeding the figures in this table and 
basing their risks accordingly that the 
insurance companies strike. the ay- 
erage between loss and profit. 

For instance, the American Experi- 
ence Mortality Table gives the follow- 
ing result on the number of native

The computation of sure death 
within the year at the ages of 21, 50 
and 80 out of each 100,000 inhabitants

With these figures known the in- 
surance companies are prepared to 
face the large death losses within a 
year after the issuance of the policies. 

The list of men who have died with- 
in a year after taking out insurance in 
the West is very large, although the 
amounts of the policies taken out in 
the Eastern states are generally larg- 
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er. Missouri furnished 22 instances, 
five of them from St. Louis. Texas 
supplied more, on account of her size, 
Her share being 44. Indian Territory 


17, and Kansas has the same number. 
Iilinois had 46 instances, of, which 
more than half were in Chicago, 
showing that sudden deaius are fre- 
quent in the lake city. 

Arkansas furnished 21 examples of 
beating the ‘policy by death within 
the year, while Colorado showed 
only adozen. Indiana almost equaled 
Missouri,Nebraska had not more 
than a dozen, and the far Western 
states remarkably few. 

New York naturally led all the 
others in number and in size of poli: 
cies, furnishing the largest policy, 
$75,000, which was paid to the estate 
of Charles L. Spier, railroad president, 
whose home was on Staten Island, 
and whose policy was issued onlv 
one month and two days previous to 
his death.

Farmers, contrary to the usual be- 
lief, are largely interested in life in- 
surance, and some of the holders of 
the heaviest policies which were col- 
lected after the payment of only one 
premium were farmers. An Arkan- 
sas farmer took out a policy for $20,- 
000, one of the largest in that State.

Then the boat went down over 
the edge and was found some time afterward 
overturned and slowly floating down stream. 
The bodies of Lindeman and his wife ig not 
recovered until late that night. 

If Mr. and Mrs. Lindeman went to South Bend 
with the deliberate intention of committing sui- 
cide together, they certainly selected a novel 
and most tragic way in which to take their 
own lives. ) 
were just as novel in their foolhardiness. 

But more remarkable still was the way in 
which Douglas Sherrin Frith Panton, a London 
solicitor, ended his life at a lonely spot on the 
rocky coast of Cornwall a few we ks earlier. 
His dead body, manacled hand and foot and 
dressed in woman’s attire, was found on the 
rocks at the foot of the cliffs at Mousehole, a 
village close to Penzance and not far from the 
spot where John Davidson, the poet, recently 
disappeared under most mysterious circum- 
stances. , 

Douglas Panton was 35 years of age and a 
grandson of W. P. Frith, the famous artist. On 
the day’ previous to the finding of his body Pan- 
ton arrived at Penzance by train from London, 
and registered at the Queen’s Hotel as “D. Plat- 
ten, London.” His luggage consisted of a 
brown leather suit case, which he guarded care- 
fully and insisted on carrying to his room. 

That evening he went out for a walk, taking a 
big paper bundle with him. Later he was seen 
walking along the cliff near Mousehole, a pic- 
turesque fishing hamlet about three miles from 
Penzance. He still had his paper bundle with 
him. This was the last time he was seen alive. 
He did not return to his hotel] that night. 

On the following evening a boy wandering 
along the cliff spied what appeared to be a 
woman’s body, fully dressed, lying among the 
rocks close to the water. When the police and 
the coast guard reached the place they made an 
extraordinary discovery. There were handcuffs 
fastened to the wrists and ankles of the woman. 
To add to their amazement the woman had 
close-cropped hair and a beard. The body was 
later identified by Philip N. Panton of London 
as that of his brother, Douglas. 

Scattered along the,top of the cliff near where 
the body was found the police picked up a pair 
of trousers, One shoe, a walking stick, a brace- 
let set with paste diamonds, a waistcoat, a linen 
shirt, a pair of cuff links and a collar and tie. 
These had evidently been discarded by Panton in 
favor of the other clothes in which his body 
was found. These comprised a brown jacket with 
black braid, a brown skirt with black braid 
round the bottom, a crepe de chine petticoat 
edged with lace, a. blue motor veil, a cashmere 
blouse, black stockings, corsets, underlinen and 
a pair of lady’s high-heeled shoes. 

It is supposed by the police who investigated 
this remarkable case that Panton changed his

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clothing at the top of the cliff, adjusted the 
handcuffs to his ankles and wrists and then 
either jumped or fell to his death. The fall 
killed him. Death was not due to drowning, al- 
though the body had been submerged at high 
tide in the night.

Panton was a rising young barrister, single’ 
and fairly well to do. _He had not yveen consid- 
ered eccentric and no reason why he should want 
to take his*life has yet been discovered.
